(~\N the borders of Italy a Murren infe£ted the Cattle 
^-^ which fpread fartlier into Smt%crland > the Teirito« 
ries of Wirtemburg , and over other Provinces, and made 
£reat destruction amongft the GsW/c. The Contagion 
feem'd to propagate it fel fin the form of a Blerv-Mijl, that 
tell upon thofe Pajtures where the Cattle grazed, in&>- 
much that herds have returned homefick; being very 
dull, forbearing their food, mod cf them would dy away 
in twenty four hours. Upon difle&ions were dtfeovcred 
large and corrupted Spleens , fphacelous and corroded 
'Tongues', forae \w&-Jngina Maligna s, Thofe per fens 
that carelefly managed their Cattle without «rdue:refpe& 
to their own health, were themfelves infe&ed and dyed 
away like their Beafts. 

Having had nrneljrNotice; of this Lues.irom our Neigh- 
bours we made t'uch .PrOvifion againft the invad- 
ing difeafe,- that very few of thofe that were- infected 
by the Murrain dyed. Some impute this Contagion to the 
Witchcraft of three Capucmsln Switzerland: But perhaps 
it may more probably proceed from fome Noxious Exha- 
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lations thrown out of the Earth, by three diflin^ Earth, 
quakes perceived here and in our Neighbourhood in the 
5'paee of one year. 

The Method of Cure for the Cattle. 

As foon as ever there wa9 any SufpitionoftheCflwta- 
gim upon any one of the Herd* the tongue of that beajt was 
carefully examined, in cafe they found any Aptba or Blijlers 
whether White, Yellow or Black, then they were obliged 
to rub, fcracchand tear the Tongue with a silver Injiru- 
ment fbeing about the bredth and thicknefs of a Six-pence 
but indented on the fides, and having a hole in the middle, 
whereby its fattened to a sticl^ or handle as Fig. 14. ) 
fo that it bleed, then they muft wipe away the Blood and 
Corruption with new umvajhen linnen. This done 
a Lotion for the 'Tongue is u fed, made of Salt and good 
finegar.

A further confirmation of the above mentioned Contagion, 
of its nature, and manner of Jpreadi?/g, by way o/"Poftfcript 
from the ingenious Fred. Shre. M. D. and F. R.S. Dat. 
March 27. 1683-, 

— — I lately received an account of Two ingenious Travel- 
ers^ who allured me the contagion had reached their Quar- 
ters on the borders of Poland , having pafs'd quite 
through Germany, and that the M^Wufedin emulation 
preferred and cured their Cattle. They told me the Con- 
tagion was obferved to make its progrefs dayly, fpreading 

'•near two German Miles in twenty four hours. This they 
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fay was certainly obferved by many curious per/am , char 
it continually without intermiffion made progretfive voy- 
ages and fuffered no neighbouring Pari/fj to efcape ; fo 
that it did not at the fame timeinfecl places at great di- 
ftances. They added that cattle fecured at racK. and man- 
ger were equally infected with thofe in the Field. It were 
worth the confldering whether this infection is not carryed 
on by fome volatile Infect > that is able to make only 
fuch fhort flights as may amount to fuch computations - 
For the account of the Ancients concerning the grand 
pejtilential Contagions is very little fatisfa&ory to this j4ge 3 
who derive it from a blind putrefaction^ from the incanta- 
tions of ill Men \ or from the conjunctions of inaufpicious 
Planets. I wilh Mr. Leewenboeckj\&d been prefent at fome 
of the dijfeclions of thefe infe£ted Animals^ I am perfwad- 
ed He would have difcovered fome ftrange Infect or other 
fn them. 
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
